With Judge James L. Clark of the 
Indiana Public Service Commission 
presiding, the conference between the 
city council and 
representatives of 
the Interstate 
Public Service Com­ 
pany on the question of electric rates 
commenced this afternoon shortly be­ 
fore 2 o'clock in tiie council chamber. 
The utilities company was represent­ 
ed by Chester P. Wilson, president, 
Bernard Korbly , attorney , and Frank 
Smith, and the city ’s interests were 
look ed after by 
May or 
Ross, City 
Attorney Kasting, S. A. Barnes, and 
Councilmen Ahlbrand, Andrews, 11 <»- 
dapp, Murray , Rock stroh, 
Ley and 
Steinwedel. 
The 
conference 
was 
scheduled for 1 o’clock , but both par­ 
ties were late in arriving. 
May or Ross presented the city ’s 
claims 
for 
the 
rates 
previously 
agreed upon, 
say ing that the 
city 
recognized the right of a utility com­ 
pany to realize a fair profit on the 
capital invested, but that the city 
was also entitled to the lowest pos­ 
sible rate which would produce such 
profit. 
May or Ross took up the stat­ 
us of the utility company 's business 
and valuation as shown by the report 
of accountants of the public service 
commission who recently went over 
the records 
of 
the local company . 
He said that various courts, includ­ 
ing the United States Supreme Court, 
had decided that six per cent, was a 
fair return on the money invested in 
utilities, with an annual depreciation 
of 3 }>cr cent, 9 per cent, income on 
the actual 
valuation of the 
plant, 
which he placed at $71,950, would 
mak e $6,475 profit the local company 
i* entitled to earn. 
Adding to this 
the company ’s own figures as to op­ 
erating cost, $17,136, would mak e a 
total of $23,711, the total which the 
company , at the rate of 6 per cent, 
would be entitled to earn. 
May or 
Ross 
then 
figured 
the 
amounts of power now being used for 
commercial, power, street and resi­ 
dence lighting, at the rates requested 
by the city , would come \y ithin $200 
of this amount, and that this amount 
would more than be made up by the 
minimum charges, 
and 
by 
the in­ 
creased business which would come 
with lower rates. 
Mr. Wilson, of the Interstate com­ 
pany , reply ing to May or Ross’ re­ 
mark s, said that his company would 
never consent to a 6 per cent, return 
on valuation, ex cept from the com­ 
mission. 
He claimed that the annu­ 
al 
depreciation 
on street 
lighting 
equipment was fully 10 per cent, as 
the life of such equipment was only 
about ten y ears. 
lie then submitted 
the following schedule of rates: 
For residence lighting, first 25 K. 
W. hours, 11.1 cents; nex t 50 K. W. 
hours, TO cents; nex t 75 Iv. W. hours, 
0 cents, with a 10 per cent, discount 
for prompt pay ment. 
For commercial

cents. The city 's proposition was for 
7 cents for residence and commercial 
lighting, 5 
c e nts for street lighting, 
and 3 cents for power, a 50 cent min­ 
imum monthly charge was sought. 
Mr. Wilson said the company pro­ 
posed no change in the street light­ 
ing rates, which are under a contract 
price on each lamp per annum. 
After the city rejected the propo­ 
sition of the company , Mr. Wilson 
stated that his company could not 
accept the rates proposed by the city . 
At this point Commissioner Clark in­ 
dicated that 
he 
desired 
to return 
home this afternoon and at 3 o’clock 
the company ’s representatives ask ed 
time for a consultation. 
When the 
company ’s officials re­ 
turned from 
their 
conference they 
ask ed if the city had any other prop­ 
osition to offer 
other than 
the one 
presented by May or Ross. The coun­ 
cil then retired for a conference. 
The city officials after a confer­ 
ence proposed the following schedule 
of rates ;

Mr. Wilson said lie would tak e this 
proposition under consideration and 
would be in a position to announce his 
decision sometime tomorrow.

Washington, December 17—Presi­ 
dent Wilson and the cabinet today 
read Austria’s unsatisfactory reply 
to the American note on the sink ing 
of the Ancona and determined this 
government’s course. Tomorrow eve­ 
ning the president will depart on his 
wedding trip, leaving Secretary of 
State Lansing to carry out the pol­ 
icy agreed upon. 
The secretary will draft the sec­ 
ond and final rejoinder to the Aus­ 
trian reply and it will result in one 
of three things: 
The severance of diplomatic rela­ 
tions, or 
A complete back down by Austria, or 
The presentation of evidence by 
Austria that entirely refutes the first 
statement of the 
admiralty upon 
which the first 
vigorous American 
note was based. 
This note the secretary of state 
will tak e to President Wilson. With 
Hi.s approval he will return to Wash­ 
ington and dispatch it to the foreign 
iffiee in Vienna. 
It will leave no 
loophole, it is declared, for negotia­ 
tions for which the note received to­ 
day is believed to be bidding. 
The 
new note it is confidently believed, 
will in effect amount to an ultimatum. 
There is jusfc one chance of pre­ 
venting severance of diplomatic re­ 
lations. 
That is if Austria can fur­ 
nish Washington with facts that can­ 
not be questioned by any one admit­ 
ting at the same time that the position 
of the Ancona attack as set forth 
by the admiralty was wrong and these 
facts must be presented promptly .

Editor, Seymour Republican?—No 
doubt a great many of you have been 
hearing that the South, especially the 
Gulf Coast country, otters wonderful 
opportunities to northern stock and 
grtiin fanners, truckers and fruit 
growers. I left Seymour on the Decem­ 


ber 7th excursion for Bay Minette, 
Alabama and I want to say that I 
have been more than surprised at the 
wonderful developments which I saw, 
which I am told have taken place ( 
there in the last few years. 
A great 
many Satsuma orange and pecan or- j 
chards have been planted out and 
thousands of these trees aer now be­ 
ing planted out, it is wonderful. 
Be­ 
sides the many varieties of fruits 
they raise and all kinds of truck 
stuff in the Spring and Fall, I find 
this country offers great possibilities 
to stock and grain farmers. 
I saw 
several fields of oats and must say I 
never saw a better looking stand of 
oats anywhere. 
I talked to farmers 
from different states and looked over 
their farms. 
They showed me as 


good corn as I ever saw’ in the State 
of Indiana. 
They make from 40 to 
70 bushels per acre. 
The farmers 
there tell me they can raise from 
12 to 15 different forage crops. 
I 
did not see these crops in the field, 
because they had already been har­ 
vested; but I sawr the corn in the 
Cribs and the forage 
stuff in the 
barns. 
I want to make special men­ 
tion to the breeders 
of pedigreed 
hogs. 
Met farmers who are raising 
a good grade of hogs, saw the stock 
and must say they are in fine con­ 
dition. 
Pork can be grown at 3 cents 
per pound and less. 
They are fed 
on sweet potato culls, peanuts, chuf- 
ers, velvet beans, soy beans, cow 
pea", etc., and finished up on corn.

Proposed Plans Call for Stamp on 


All Bank Checks— Effort to 


Meet Growing Deficit. 


Unless tlieer is a radical change in 
the present Titans, the congress will 
at this session impose a direct tax 
u pon au tomobiles, gasoline engines 
and bank checks, in order to raisf> 
enou gh rev enu e to meet the deficits 
in the v ariou s departments ol* the 
gov ernment.

this committee are practically a u nit 
iii opposition to the recommendation i 
of tin* President that a direct tax be I 
lev ied on gasoline, au tomobile horse 
power, internal ex plosion engines, on j 
hank checks, on pig iron and on fab- i 
ricated iron and steel. 
While the | 
committee has not 
had 
a 
formal ' 
meeting to consider these 
reeom- | 
mendations, the members hav e in an j 
informal way discu ssed the situ ation i 
thorou gh!} du ring the lasf week and j 
hav e agreed among themselv es that I 
a new method o f meeting the rev enu e J 
situ ation mu st be fou nd. 
It is barely 
possible, so members of the commit­ 
tee say , that the committee may he 
-willing to not fav orably on the ad­ 
ministration’s recommendation that 
smaller incomes be tax ed. 
The com­ 
mittee is apparently willing to v ote 
to continu e the tariff on su gar. 
In lieu of the proposed direct tax 
on the horse power of au tomobiles 
and all internal ex plosiv e engines, 
the committee has giv en 
informal 
consideration 
to a su ggestion that 
this proposed tax be applied to en­ 
gines hereafter manu factu red. 
The 
committee doe* not look with fav or 
on this rev ised proposal.

realizes that it has a difficu lt prob­ 
lem before it. 
It mu st make prov i­ 


sion for at least .$150,000,000 addi 
tional rev enu e for the

y ear, which will begin Ju ly 1, 19 16 
It realizes that there is one su re way 
ou t of the dilemma, 
and that is 
throu gh a bond issu e. 
Du ring the 
last few day s the argu ment in fav or 
of dropping all the schemes for di 
reet tax ation and prov iding for an 
issu e of bonds has receiv ed more 
consideration from the Democratic 
leaders. 
Howev er, most of them are 
still u nwilling to agree to a sale of 
bonds. 
The situ ation with respect to the 
preparedness program is as chaotic 
as that relating to the rev enu e situ ­ 
ation. 
It is foreseen that 
many 
months are likely to elapse before the 
two legislativ e branches will be able 
tc work ou t an acceptable program 
for ineerasing the strength of the 
army and nav y . 
Most of the diffi­

SENATOR WORKS WOULD 
INCREASE STANDING ARMY 


Declares That Pacific Is at Mercy 
of Asiatic Attacks— Speaks 
on National Defense. 


Washington, December 17 .—Sena­ 
tor W ork s, of California, told the 
senate today that a standing army of 
1,000,000 men wou ld be necessary to 
defend the 
Cnited States against 
possible inv asion, and declared that 
the Pacific coast was entirely at the 
mercy of Asiatic attack. 
Senator Works spoke on the su b­ 
ject of national defense, bu t particu ­ 
larly to propose as a part of the 
scheme of preparedness the creation 
of a mobile land force and military 
reserv e of 200.000 men at a cost of 
$50,000,000 a y ear for ten y ears. 
The enlisted men in civ il and mili­ 
tary reserv e wou ld lie settled, ac­ 
cording to the Works bill, with their 
families 
in 
comfortable 
fiv e-acre 
tracts prov ided by the gov ernment, 
su pplementing ten months of 
pro­ 
du ctiv e work at reforestation, irri­ 
gation and flood prev ention with two 
months of military 
training 
each 
[y ear. 
They wou ld he sold'er-settlers 
u nder control of the secretary of the 
interior in times of* peace and su b­ 
ject to orders of the war department 
in times of war. 
Pointing to American occu pation 
of Vera Uru z as an indication that 
war was a constant, possibility , Sen­ 
ator Works said. 
“Who can say after this ex hibition 
of u ngov ernable passion, after this 
slau ghter of the innocent citizens of 
another nation, and the forcible in­ 
v asion of its territory for so triv ial 
a 
cau se, that this nation does not 
need to prepare for war? 
If Mex i­ 
co had not been weak from internal 
conflict, we wou ld ev en 
then hav e 
been at war for ou r forcible entry 
u pon her territory was itself an act 
of war. 
“Tlmre a're enou gh Japanese in 
California now to man and destroy 
ev ery line of commu nication from 
the east, isolating California and de­ 
priv ing her of all aid in troops and 
ammu nitions. 
Mexic o is open to the 
entry of the Japanese and once there 
it is bu t a step across an inv isible 
bou ndary into the United States. 
“The plan to add 100,000 men to 
ou r present army is a dangerou s step 
in the wrong direction. 
It wou ld not 
av ail a day to 
defend 
California 
against Japanese inv asion. 
It wou ld 
find difficu lty in maintaining 
itself 
against the Japanese already in the 
state. 
If we are to be consistent, we 
mu st either pu t the army on a war 
footing of 1,000,000 men or tu rn to 
a more efficient means of defense.” 
Ou tlining the scope of 
his 
bill, 
Senator Works declared 
1,000,000 
families cou ld be recru ited from the 
tenement districts of t lie great cities 
alone and settled on the homestead 
tracts in the west at a less cost than 
is now spent in 
the annu al flood 
waste of the Mississippi, and with 
two months* energetic military train­ 
ing wou ld not only prov ide a reserv e 
force insu ring preparedness against
